HANDLING 
CORN  STUBBLE 


Cut  stalks  early  and  close  to  ground. 

Feed  stalks  shredded  or  as  ensilage. 

Burn  corn  stalk  refuse. 

Pulverize  or  double-disk  corn  stubble  before  plowing. 

Clean  plowing  before  May  an  effective  remedy. 

With  no  stalk  or  stubble  on  ground  there  is  no 
shelter  for  borers. 

Disking  corn  field  without  plowing  unsatisfactory. 
Bum,  adjacent  fence  rows  and  ditch  banks.
